Less Than Needed. 

Although almost $3,000,000 will pe 
given to the schools, the amount will 
be more than $600,000 less than their 
budget requested, and it is probable 
that a special appropriation of at 
least $500,000 will be asked of coun- 
cil, the amount to be used in constrve- 
tion of new school buildings, said te 
be necessary to replace several pres- 
ent wooden structures. 

With the city’s total revenue rur 
1925 expected to reach $8,480,465, the 
school department’s 2) per cent would 
amount to $2,207,520. In addition, 
the finance committee has decided the 
department will get $451,000 with 
which to repay the $350,000 loan and 
pay for the free text books.

While not all bakers’ practice 
short-weight selling, charging full 
prices for a “short” loaf, evidence is 
that the practice is general among 
large baking corporations where state 
laws fixing a standard of bread 
weights do not prohibit. 

Bakeries now produce approximate- 
60.000,000 loaves a day. At an

average price of 8 cents for the 
‘“nound” loaf thie production is sold 
to the consumer for $4,800,000 a day. 
If all bakers sold “short weight”—a 
12-ounce for a 16, or a 20-ounce for 
a 24—the total gouge would be some 
$600,000 each day. But some of the 
states have regulatory laws fixing 
weight standards and practically all 
the small bakers sell ‘full weight.”

Editor Constitution: The  boule- 
vard law in Atlanta marks one of the 
many steps our city must take to sim- 
plify the transportation problem and 
at the same time speed up traffic. Sim- 
ilar laws have proven practicable in 
all large cities, and this law in At- 
lanta will undoubtedly prove its prac- 
ticability and be extended to more 
streets. 

Our city government, however, has 
made the Jaw without providing the 
customary safeguards that accompany 
similar laws in every city in the coun- 
try, and as matters stand at pres- 
‘ent, this law is painfully unfair to the 
public without these safeguards. — 

[ have never before seen any right- 
of-way boulevard in any city that was 
not protected by both signs and lights 
up in the air, clear of traffi) and clear- 
ly visible for several blocks away. In 
Chieago, for example, the boulevard 
“Stop!” sign is shield-shape, about o 
feet high and 2 feet wide, painted in 
bright colors, illuminated with a bril- 
liant white light at night and carryng 
a strong red semaphore lens at least 
G inches in diameter. 

In Atlanta there is no warning light 
at any boulevard intersection, nor 1s 
there a vertical line in the day time. 
The only sign, if such it can be called, 
is painted on the pavement where it 
is washed off by rain and scrubbed 
off by tires, until all of them are prac- 
tically invisible if they have been in 
place for a day and a half. Kiven if 
they were painted fresh every night 
they would still be grossly unfair, be- 
eause on the pavement in front of his 
ear is the last place a eareful driver 
should be looking, especially when ap 
proaching a corner. | 

If this town is going to have a bou-

Assassins of Alexander II k 


Moscow, January 12 
ciated Press. \— Amazing revelations of 
ussassinations, plots, intrigues and ter- 
ruristie acts against Alexander II, and | 
his ministers were made today at the’ 
trial of Ivan Okladskin, who after’ 
45 years, is charged with hav- 
| ing turned traitor and betrayed his 
accomplices in that notorious murder 
which shocked two continents. 

The prisoner, who is 65 years old, 
appeared in court guarded by four 
armed soldiers. He was infirm and 
dressed in rags. 

The bolshevik government accused | 
Okladski of assisting the ezarist police 
in the extermination of the notorious | 
organization known as Naarodnaya'| 
Volio (peoples freedom) which set | 
out to win the liberation of the Rus- 
sian people from the czarist oligarchy. 

He is held partly responsible for the | 
failure of the revolutionists to accom- | 
plish their purpose until the bolshe-| 
vik upheaval in 1917. 

Today when the court asked the pris- | 
oner to stand up, a battery of dazzling | 
moving picture spotlights confronted | 
him. | 

Filmed for Movies.

High Lights in Cotton Market

New York, January 12.—The most impressive thing about the cot- 
ton market last week was its steadiness. Prices were slightly lower one 
day and slightly higher the next, but the net change was small and the 
stability seems to indicate that supply and demand are nearly balance. 

In so far as American cotton is concerned this would appear to be 
the casg@, As a contrary interpretation has been put upon the figures 
that I recently published the following statement has been prepared for 
the information of those who are fond of statistics.
